Those also serve who do 
not fly, is a maxim of the 
Royal Air Force. But 
many of those whose job 
it is mot to fly have man- 
aged to make trips over 
enemy territory, 


During the recent opera‘ions jn 
Greece the Wing Commander on 
the Operations Staff at an ad- 
vanced base—a pilot of long ex- 
perience in war and peace — felt 
restless when he sent his squa- 
drons off to bomb the enemy. On 
many occasions he had issued his 
orders, then climbed into the ob- 
s€rver bomb-aimer's seat in a 
bomber. 


His big day came when, in the 
cockpit of a Gladiator fighter, he 
met and shot down in flames a 
Fiat G.50, one of the latest types 
of Italian fighters. He has also 
been on patrol in a Hurricane and 
was flying on that grea‘ day in 
February when twenty-seven Ital- 
ian aircraft were shot down over 
Albania. 


Other flights by R.A.F. officers, 
‘intended to work on the ground 
and not in the air, were made by 
Inte'ligence Officers and Medical 
Officers when in Greece. An eld- 
erly M.O. has made a number of 
flights to test the efficiency of the 
Oxygen apparatus in high-level 
attacks.

M.P.’S EX-WIFE 
PAYS MORE 


Money allowed to Cap- 
tain Cunningham-Reid, 
M.P., and his children by 
his former wife — now 
Mrs. Gardner — was in 
dispute in the. Chancery 


Division recently. 

The settlements were upheld, 
with the exception that Mr. 
Justice Langton ordered the ex- 
wife to pay a third of her income 
for the upkeep of the children,

lecture tour. He is describing to American audiences 
his first-hand experience of the battle for the 
strategic iron ore port and his own dramatic escape 
from Narvik after he had been sentenced to death 


by General Eduard Dietl. 


Mr. Broch crossed into Sweden 
and travelled to the U.S.A. via 
Russig and Japan—three-quar- 
ters of the way round the globe.

Explaining some of the steps 
taken to “control” U.S. foreign 
trade, Mr. Grady told haw, un- 
der the direction of the US. 
Maritime Commission, ships 01 
American registry and a number | 
of foreign flag vessels taken ae | 
at American ports, are being 
employed to meet the needs of 
the emergency, to best serve the 
interests of National De‘ence and 
aid to the democracies. 


“It has become necessary,” he 
continued, “to withdraw a con- 
siderable number of vessels from 
their usual peace-time runs and 
Place them in trade routes where 
they can augment the services: 
engaged in transporting strategic 
raw materials to America. 
By this method we are creating 
enormous stockpiles of essential 
materials needed for Natjenal 
Defence and for manufacture into 
products for the democracies.

NEW ZEALAND SQUADRON 
READY FOR ACTION 


THE FIRST ALL New Zealand fighter squadron 
to be formed in England under the Empire Train- 
ing Scheme has now completed its operational train- 
ing and will shortly be moved to a “front-line” sta- 
tion. The pilots will fly Spitfires bought by funds 
publicly subscribed in their native country.

it could be anywhere over fifteen 
vears of age. 

The pony entered the Messrs, 
Winseme & Hasty Stable avd won 
for them quite «a number of 
Subscription Griffin Races, but at 
all times the transfer frem the 
northern climate to Shanghai 
seemed to tell on its condition. as 
for very many vears it was ex- 
tremelv thin and could not stand 
up against racinv.

“Tungstenlight” some three years Since the war 


afterwards and it went into the 
Stable of Mr. A. V. White as a 
“Selling Plater” with a ten pound 
allowance off its back; its record 
was quite remarkable, so-much- 
so, that later on Mr. Cire became 
verv fond of the pony and acquir- 
ed it out of a 
April 6, 1937.
